Tie vault of boavca coias 1@ darken by in- 
séusible transtious, ihe western to the 
eastern * scems mort probabie, 
thereiure, that the dimunition of hght, after 
the close of evesing, is owing to the prodig- 
ieus rave factions of much higher portions of the 
atmosphere, which still catch some faint rays 
of the sun, without being able from excessive 
aitentaion, to reflect them efficiently to the 
earth, Lut since, uniess the sky be overcast, 
there is total darkness in no climate, even at 
micniznt ; we may, therefore, infer that the 
body of air extends to such an altitude a3 to 
receive the most dilute glimmer, after the sun 
has attained his utmost obliquity, and sunk 
ninety degrees below the horizon. It would 
thence feliow that the elevation of the atmos- 
phere must be equal at least to 1638 miles, or 
the excess of the hypotenuse of an isosceles 
right angle triangle, having 3956 miles, or the 
radius of the earth for iis base. 

This very great extension of a rare expan- 
sive atmosphere appears comformabie to the 
general phenomenon But the thin investure 
of our globe, at least near the equator, may 
stretch out much farther, and yet its clevation 
can never exceed a certain absolute limit.

There is another provision about as offensive 
and unreasonable, which declares, “ if any 
driver shall unnecessarily absent himself from 
the truck or other carriage whereof he is 
driver, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of two 
dollars tor every such offence.” The constable 
is expressly made judge of the evidence of this 
fact, and authorised, whenever he sees fit, to 
prosecute the offender—notwithstanding said 
offender may have been absent on business 
which indispensably required his personal at- 
tention. If this be liberty, we desire the ‘pos- 
session of it nolonger. We feel gratified how- 
ever in perceiving that law will not sustain 
these enactments; though power may ordain 
them. On Tuesday, two men were arrested 
by the “ City Marshal” for “ obstructing” a 
side-walk, examined before Justice Whitman, 
and severally acquitted; the Justice, as we un- 
derstand, having decided they had committed no 
trespass. The truckmen, however, should be 
atishied that this system is not a political one— 
and ought not to be associated with political 
concerns. It had its origin with men of both 
parties, and was advocated by no one more 
zealously than by a republican, before the Com- 
mon Council.

~ mouldering bones, and a rusty plate, denoting that they 


pose the remains of Bonaparte—the prisoner, who 
while life remained, terrified the confederated mon- 
archs of Europe, by the clanking of his fetters. It was 
stated by Sir Robert Vvilson, on the floor of the House 
of Commons that the following humble inscription, de- 
signed by the executors of the deceased Emperor, was 
not allowed by his keeper, Sir Liudson Lowe, to be in- 
scribed upon his coffin. ‘* Napoleon, born at Ajaccio, 
the 15th of August, 1769—died, at St. Helena, the 5th 
of May, 1021." ‘To what motive, in the human heart, 
shall we ascribe this refusal? iis tiles, his offices, all 
that he has done in lite, either good, or bad, are here 
purposely omitted. Posteriiy, who at souie distant 
day, may disinter that body, will find nothing but 


ouce belonged to a man who was born in Corsica, and 
Is this too great a compli- 
ment for gallant and high-minded princes to pay in the 
hour of victory to the vanquished? Vain are such 
attempts to smother the fact—that fact is now history, 
and we have not yet lived to see the conclusion of the 
drama. If it becomes necessary to preserve the repose 
of Europe, that Bonaparte should be confined to a bar- 
ren rock, surrounded by the roaring surges of the 
ecean, during his life, that very caution and circum- 
spection demand respect for his ashes. Hannibal was 
ouce the terror of Rome, and after his defeat by the 
Romans, he was pursued by them from kingdom to 
kingdom, and from province to province. Finally, the 
warrior poisoned himself, and augured the downfall! of 
Rome, for the pertinacity with which the government 
persecuted an old man, no longer capable of doing 
them any injury. But this post-mortem spite will not 
avail.--All confederated Lurepe, the Congress now 
“itting at Verona, cannot blot the name of Bonaparte 
from the history of France. A magnificent monument 
erected by the victorious monarchs, would have sooth- 
elthe lacerated feelings of the vanquished.
